Caliber Of Public Officials Directly 
Affects Economic Welfare Of Citizens 

One of the most thought-provoking of the 27 
business review articles published by die Press- 
Record today is that written by John McBride, 
Union Starch and Refining Co. vice-president and 
general manager. We urge that its contents be stud¬ 
ied by all local citizens. 

We agree with most of his reasoning, for lack 
of proper governmental leadership ia a severe 
handicap to any community hoping to grow and 
progress. We would add that the criticism does not 
apply to many Quad-City governmental bodies, 
and that similar problems are found in countless 
cities throughout the nation. But the stern warning 
should be heeded by the officials who are at fault, 
and by voters if the officials do not change their 
attitudes. 

McBride details Granite City aldermen's fail¬ 
ure to "carry out the mandates of the people . . . 
and tb take other progressive steps." Citing nega¬ 
tive, non-constructive stands, he makes it clear 
that these can harm the economy of the local area 
and all who reside or work here. Already, Union 
Starch has dropped plans to double its local opera¬ 
tions and has halted all capital expenditures here. 
Employment will not be increased, and what ex¬ 
pansion becomes necessary will take place else¬ 
where, he reports. 

While he views Granite City as rapidly sliding 
downhill, he notes that such an outlook would be 
drastically altered, by election of outstanding mu¬ 
nicipal leaders—a task to which everyone can and 
should dedicate his efforts in the coming months. 
The future welfare of each family depends upon it, 
for there is no middle ground; when there is no 
progress, there is decline and decay. 

New Program Will Trim Cost 
Of Operating County Jail 

A county economy move that is showing re¬ 
sult* already is the endeavor by the new sheriff 
to reduce tenancy of the county jail—not to ex¬ 
clude law violators but to seek assignment of long¬ 
term prisoners to the state penal farm, which has 
more adequate confinement and recreational facil- 

From 61 prisoners on Sheriff Fraundorf's 
first day in office, the number has dropped into 
the 30s. Further reductions are possible as the 
county weeds out any who break the law merely 
to use the ancient county jail as a "hotel" during 
cold weather. 

At a $5.25 average cost per day, the expendi¬ 
ture has been substantial, judging by the average 
tenancy of 47.4 during June. July and August. 
Whether the saving is used for budget trimming 
or for equipment and manpower, county residents 
stand to benefit. 

No Basis For Halting 
Us* Of Polio Vaccine 

I The "extremely light risk" involved in taking 

oral polio vaccine, reported by the U. S. surgeon 
general and a special advisory committee, does not 
alter the simultaneous conclusion that the oral and 
injected vaccines provide weapons which eventual¬ 
ly can completely eliminate the crippling illness. 

It would be unfortunate if the report, written 
candidly to include all possible eventualities, cur¬ 
tails vaccinations to the extent that polio again 
flourishes. 

Among many millions of people, there have 
been I I cases in which circumstantial evidence in¬ 
dicates paralytic polio has resulted from Sabin 
vaccine. In three instances, a vaccinated person 
apparently passed on the virus to another individu¬ 
al who then contracted polio. 

Even more startling figures are the reduction 
in cases from 58.000 a decade ago to 650 through¬ 
out the nation in 1962. 

In summary, a study covering several months 
points out there is "no significant hazard”; there 
also is a very slight risk in current methods of 
treating or protecting against certain other ail- 

No New State Taxes Proposed, 

No New Local Sales Taxes Needed 

Governor Kerner’s comment that he proposes 
no new or increased state taxes for 1963 is encour¬ 
aging to those who support current efforts to make 
Illinois tax dollars go farther through weeding 
out waste and fraudulently-obtained financial aid. 

We hope legislators also resist any re¬ 
newed attempt by cities and counties to get state 
authorization for doubling their, half-cent sales 
taxes. We repeat the view expressed here in the 
previous biennium that this would hurt more than 
it would help, through driving a wedge between 
municipal and county cooperation. 

Officials of some counties actively oppose ex¬ 
tension of city boundaries where there is. urban 
growth, on the basis of their loss of county sales tax 
revenue. But since many public services can be 
provided only by cities, such a situation creates 
artificial pressure against what would be best and 
cheapest for the new neighborhoods. 

This problem, stemming directly from 1955 
and 1959 legislation, could be made worse by ex¬ 
pansion of the sales tax in 1 963.
